As not the least interesting portion of a 
coal mine is undor yround, you eaguly 
aceopt Mr Stovons's kind offer of a suit of 
pit clothea and descond in the ‘cage ' at tho 
Awesome rato of twenty miles nn hur, 
There are two main shafts, ono 300 and 
one 600 feet deep, and there is no furthor 
necoasity for sinking more. Thero are 
twelve seams of coal dipping at an angls of 
45 degrees or thereabouts,. and with an 
astonishing: number of ‘faults.’ . Through 
these soams of course the shafts cut, nd 
the working of the coal is carridd on at the 
two levels, which are also at many places 
connected together, and there is indecd a 
large traflic in eval and stone between the 
oue Jovel and -other.  ‘Drifts’ ure ox- 
eavated through the, hard Jinestone in 
search of tha coal seama, «nnd ¢ levis’ 
are cut ‘throngh - the coal itself; but 
ib would .be hazardous to yeuture: any 
cceper_intu the terminology of coal uin- 
ing. Thore are oxcavations in the mine 
twonly iniles in extent, of which seven 
miles are Juid with rails, Man-power in 
drawing: the coal to tho shaft has been 
superseded by miulo aud. horse-power, of 
which nsefal animals there aro twenty-two 
which will never see the sunlight until they 
are past work, ‘Phe stables. are cum 
modious loose boxes, roofs lined’ with 
sheet iron, and’ the. wholo thoronglly 
protected from wind and: weather. ‘The
